WHY GORDON OPPOSES RENFROE,: 


And Says He Would Never Consent 
to His Confirmation. 


SECRETARY SMITH'S FIGHT ON BARRY,” 


Some Splendid Appointments Come to 
Georgia—Other Nominations Yes- 
terday—Notes of the Day.

Washington, March 30 .—(Special .}—The 
indications are that Colonel “Pod” Dis-. 
muke will. be appointed marshal for the 
Northern district of Georgia very s00i., 
He is endorsed by both senators. Colonel: 
Renfroe is in the race against Colonel’ 
Dismuke and Colonel Renfroe is being 
urged by Secretary Smith and Vice Presi- 
dent Stevenson. But he will not be ap- 
pointed, because Senator Gordon has stat- 
ed emphatically that he will never consent 
to his confirmation. Of course, in the 
face of the fact that Senator Gordon says 
he will oppose Mr. Renfroe’s confirma- 
tion the president would not think of nomi- 
nating him. 

The cause of the difference between Sen- 
ator Gordon and Colonel MJRenfroe, as 
stated by Senator Gordon to me this after- 
noon, is as follows: 

Senator Gordon first endorsed Mr. Barry 
for marshal, but he was surprised to learn 
at a consultation with Mr. Smith that the 
latter would never consent to the appoint 
ment of Mr. Barry. This conversation 
between the senator and the cabinet mem- 
ber from Georgia was held in the presence 
of Congressmen Maddox, Tate and Caha- 
niss. Mr. Smith’s position wag a source 
of disappointment. to Senator Gordon and 
he wrote to Mr. Barry that the opposition 
a. cabinet officer to him would be fa- 
tal. 

Shortly after this he began to receive let 
ters from Atlanta telling him that the state- 
ment was being made that he was to sacri- 
fice Barry for the benefit of Renfroe and 
that these charges against him were being 
founded upon a card which Colonel Ren- 
froe was. showing about the streets of At- 
lanta which he had received from Senator 
Gordon. Senator Gordon immediately 


sent telegrams to Colonel Renfroe, Mr. | 


Barry and others demanding that this card 
be published and an explanation given. 
The card was written in answer to a let- 
ter from Colonel Renfroe to Senator Gor- 
don, in which Colonel Renfroe spoke of the 
rumor of a trade existing between Colonel 
Nelms and Marshal Buck by which Buck 
Was to resign and Nelms be appointed by 
Harrison. 
tor .Gordon says he wrote . this’ card, in 
that all ‘right; 6r wor 
card had been construed by the friends of 
Barry or others that Senator Gordon would 
sacrifice him and put Renfroe in -effice 
“all right,” where—as the card meant— 
he would defeat any such programme as the 
Buck-Nelms arrangement “all right.” 

General Gordon was very indignant at 
what he terms the misconstruction of this 
card. 

On the arrival of Colonel Renfroe here 
Senator Gordon wrote him telling: him of 
the great wrong that had. been perpetrated 
upon him (Gordon), as every. man who had 
been with him in Washington knew, and 
that he should never consent, under the 
circumstances, for Renfroe’s appointment, 
although he appreciated most fully his long 
personal and political friendship. 

To this letter Colonel Renfroe replied, 
disclaiming any intention to make the im- 
pression that that card referred to Barry 
or himself or to anything else than the 
Buck-Nelms rumor, and that if any. one 
construed it to refer to anything else he 
was not responsible for any such construc- 
tion. 

This letter, however, did not remove the 
difficulty from Senator Gordon’s mind. 
He says he felt that in some way or other 
the wrong had been perpetrated upon him 
and that the fact of Barry’s defeat from 
the opposition of the secretary of the 
interior and Renfroe’s success from any 
cause or Oh aly grounds would be of great- 
er injustice than the original wrong which 
had been inflicted, and although he could 
not secure with the opposition of the sec 
retary of the interior the appointment of 
Mr. Barry. he could, in defense of his. own 
honor prevent Renfroe’s: This Senator 
Gordon says he feels compelled to do, how- 
ever painful it may be to him. 

In face of, this position of Senator Gor 
don, and as both he and Senator Colquitt 
have endorsed Colonel Dismuke, it would 
seem that Dismuke will get the plum. 
While Colonel] Renfroe’s services in the 
last campaign in Georgia entitle him to 1e- 
cognition it is claimed he cannot get the 
marshalship in the face of such decided op- 
position on Senator Gordon’s part. Thus. 
he may be considered as out of the contest.

| Some Think the Cause of the Downfall Is 
That of Andrieux’s Proposition to 
Arrest Arton and Get His Story. 


| Paris, March 30.—The crisis was through

} roy of the report of the budget committee 
‘on -the budget, as it was returned to the 
hehamber from the senate. M. Lockroy an- 
nounced that the budget committee nas re- 
solyed to send the budget back to the sen- 
ate in the form in which it had originally 
passed the chamber of deputies. The sen- 
ate, he added, had suppressed in the bud- 
get all the reforms passed by the chamber. 
lc was impossible to permit such an in- 
fringement of constitutional prerogutives 
in the matter of finance. 

M. Tirard, minister of finance, remarkel 
that the chamber had never before been 
asked to return the budget en bloc to the 
senate. 

M. Lockroy said that the chamber would 
discuss the points on which it differed 
from the senate. 

M. Tirard denied a statement made that 
the senate had set its face against re- 
forms. The government, he added, would 
endeavor to carry out the views of the 
chamber. If the senate peraiscsed in op- 
posing the budget proposals, the govern- 
-ment would introduce seperate bills taxiag 
the dealings of the course and reforming 
thé liquor laws. In the meant.me, the 
ministry must insist upon the necessliy 
for the immediate passage of the bu‘lset. 

The chamler then proce»diug to dis-uss 
the clauses, rejected the senate’s amend- 
ment, including the bill amending the liquor 
laws. , 

M. Tirard declared that these must be 
separate from the budget as the senate 
had proposed. Otherwise, Je sail. the gov- 
ernment would be opiiged to get a vute cn 
that account. M. Lockroy scered M. Ti- 
ratd and urged the chamber to agree with 
the senate. 

On the division the chamber. decided by 
a vote of 247 to 242 to reiain the liquor 
jaw amendment bill as a part of the budget.

Who Criticised His Reports. 

Fort Valley, Ga., March 30.—(Special.)— 
Your unknown correspondent’s statement 
in today’s issue is a premeditated falsehood 
in toto and was either conceived by the at- 
torney for the defense in the white cap 
case, or some friend for the purpose of 
arousing public sentiment in behalf of his 
clients so he can gain his case.

CO-OPERATIVE MANUFACTURING. 


Athens Is to Have Another Industry—The 
Play of Operation. 

Athens, Ga., March  30.—(Special.)— 
Athens has taken a bold step forward in 
an industrial direction. The machinery for 
a large furniture factory to be built in 
this city will be purchased this week. 

The building of this factory and the 
plan outlined will estabiish a’ new order of 
things in the line of industrial progress in 
Georgia, and one that will, if suecessful, 

in. mach material good. It» will d 
monstrate that: factories can be 
operated independent of capitalist, and will 
prove au incentive to working people to 
make work, permanent work, for them- 
selves, aud build up a permanent and en- 
riching property at the same time. 

Some months ago a number of mechanics 
and laboring people, unable to secure pro- 
fitable employment, and in some instances 
employment at all, called a public meet- 
ing to discuss their condition and the gen- 
eral situation. That meeting was preduc- 
tive of good. A prolific and new field 
was touched and a plan of derelonment 
outlined. It was decided to build small 
factories themselves, control and owperste 
them. To this end all efforts were dire:«, 

The Athens Workingmen’s Co-operative 
Industrial Association was organized to 
raise a fund suflicient to build a few small 
industries. Each workingman was :o poy 
into the treasury 50 cents or more per 
week to be used for this purpos. Mer- 
chants and outside parties seeing the en- 
terprise and-determination of these worthy 
men, and realizing the vast good that would 
result from their efforts, asked tu be per- 
mitted to take small amounts of »rtock 
and contribute to the succ:is of the enter. 
prise. 

Several subsequent meetings have been 
held and subscriptions paid iu uncil now a 
considerable sum of money is in the treas- 


ury. 

At the last meeting it was decided to 
build first a $20,000 furniture factory. 
Captain J. T. Voss, who has had much 
experience in such matters, was requested 
to act with the’ directors in buying the 
machinery, ete. The machinery will be 
bought this week and work commenced on 
the factory at an early date. Another 
enterprise to be established at once on 
nearly the same principle is the Alpha 
cotton mills, to be built and operated on 
the. co-operative plan. These mcevements 
are going to succeed, and will enveourege 
and prove an incentive to the working 
people all over the state.

A romantic, browneyed, biack-haired 
young man of twenty-five years, with a 


# saber mark on his wrist, which,he saii 


was made by a dagget in the hands of a 
young lady who was in love with him, and 
who calls himself Harry E. Hightower 
and represents Atlanta ag being his howe, 
is a very clever swindler, and he worked 
an unsophisticated widow in Milwausee 
to perfection, 

He turned up in Milw:ankee, Wis., about 
two months ago and told everybody that 
he wis a son of Mr. Hightower, the senior 
member of the firm of Hightower & Hail- 
man, of this city, wholesule grocers. He 
seemed to be the genuine article and no 
one questioned his right to the title. He 
likewise said that he was an heir to a big 
pile. Upon his repPesentation, or rather 
misrepresentation, he secured from a widow 
lady with whom he wag boarding, the sum 
of $1,000 and skipped. 

The very interesting story is told in a 
letter received yesterday, morning by Chief 
Connolly from Chief Jdbn T. Janssen, of 
the Milwaukee police department. Mr. 
Janssen handles the story admirably. Here 
is the way he tells it: 

“On the 10th of January last a young 
man representing himself as Harry E. 
Hightower, the son of the senior member 
of the firm of Hightower & Hallman, whole- 
sale grocers at Atlanta, rented a furnished 
room of a respectable widow lady, Mrs. 
Sherbrooke, in this city. After he had 
been living at her house about a month 
he became very confiding, and told all his 
family affairs and made the statement 
that i was about to inherit a large 
amount of money from his father’s estate 
but that this inheritance was surrounded 
with conditions that required $7,000 before 
he could obtain any part of it; that he 
had $6,000 and only needed $1,000 in addi- 
tion; that he was ready to pay $3,000 for 
$1,000 after the estate was settled; and 
through a number of other misrepresenta- 
tions succeeded in gaining the lady’s con- 
sent to loaning him the amount. 

“Before doing so, however, Mrs. Sher- 
brooke, at the suggestion of Hightower, 
wrote to his lawyers, Messrs. Kingman & 
Davis, at Atlanta, as to his financial cir- 
cumstances and prospects, She received a 
most favorable reply. } 

“About the same time Mrs. Sherbrooke 
wrote to the mother of the young man at 
Atlanta, and received a repily, the envelope 
being postmarked ‘Savannah.’ The letter 
was written in German and signed ‘Adele 
Hightower,’ and was written in a similar 
strain as the one purporting to come from 
the law firm. 

“The widow's doubts as to the integrity 
of Hightower were completdy dispelled by 
these two letters, which she had no reason 
to believe other than gentine, and she 
mortgaged her home for $1,000 which she 
eee over to him. He left Milwaukee on 

farch 4th, and on March 7th a telegram 
whs received from Savannah stating that 
he had arrived all right. Since that nothing 
has been heard of him. The lady has cor- 
responded with the firm of Hightower & 
Hallman, and has received the advice that 
the party who passed unden the name of 
Harry Hightower here must be an im- 
poster. 

“The case is a very distressing one for

SAID HE WAS HARRY HIGHTOWER 

Of Atleats—Chiet of Police Janssen, of 


Milwaukee, Writes a Long Letter 
About the Case. 


A romantic, browneyed, _ biack-haired 
young man of twenty-five years, with a 
saber mark on his wrist, which,he sail 
was made by a dagget in the hands of a 
young lady who was in love with him, and 
who calls himself Harry E. Hightower 
and represents Atlanta ag being his home, 
is a very clever swindler, and he worked 
an unsophisticated widow in Milwausee 
to perfection, 

He turned up in Milwsankee, Wis., about 
two months ago and told everybody that 
he was a son of Mr. Hightower, the senior 
member of the firm of Hightower. & Hail- 
man, of this city, wholesale grocers. He 
seemed to be the genuine article and no 
one questioned his right to the title. He 
likewise said that he was an heir to a big 
pile. Upon his repFesentation, or rather 
misrepresentation, he secured from a widow 
lady with whom he was boarding, the sum 
of $1,000 and skipped. 

The very interesting story is told in a 
letter received yesterday, morning by Chief 
Connolly from Chief Jdbn T. Janssen, of 
the Milwaukee police department. Mr. 
Janssen handles the story admirably. Here 
is the way he tells it: 

“On the 10th of January last a young 
man representing himself as Harry E. 
Hightower, the son of the senior member 
of the firm of Hightower & Hallman, whole- 
sale grocers at Atlanta, rented a furnished 
room of a respectable widow lady, Mrs. 
Sherbrooke, in this city. After he had 
been living at her house about a month 
he became very confiding, and told all his 
Soap affairs and made the statement 
that he was about to inherit a large 
amount of money from his father’s estate 
but that this inheritance was surrounded 
with conditions that required $7,000 before 
he could obtain any part of it; that he 
had $6,000 and only needed $1,000 in addi- 
tion; that he was ready to pay $3,000 for 
$1,000 after the estate was settled; and 
through a number of other misrepresenta- 
tions succeeded in gaining the lady’s con- 
sent to loaning him the amoutit. 

“Before doing so, however, Mrs. Sher- 
brooke, at the suggestion of Hightower, 
wrote to his lawyers, Messrs. Kingman & 
Davis, at Atlanta, as to his financial cir- 
cumstances and prospects, She received a 
most favorable reply. 

“About the same time Mrs. Sherbrooke 
wrote to the mother of the young man at 
Atlanta, and received a repily, the envelope 
being postmarked ‘Savannah.’ The letter 
was written in German and signed ‘Adele 
Hightower,’ and was written in a similar 
strain as the one purporting to come from 
the law firm. 

“The widow's doubts as to the integrity 
of Hightower were completdy dispelled by 
these two letters, which she had no reason 
to believe other than gentine, and she 
mortgaged her home for $1,000 which she 

aid over to him. He left Milwaukee on 
larch 4th, and on March 7th a telegram 
whs received frofh Savannah stating that 
he had arrived all right. Since that nothing 
has been heard of him. The lady has cor- 
responded with the firm of Hightower & 
Hallman, and has received the advice that 
the party who passed unden the name of 
Harry ightower here must be an im- 
poster. 

“The case is a very distressing one for 
this poor widow, and I am anxious to ap- 
end this man. Will you kindly give 

matter your attention toe. the extent of 
making an effort to trace the jetters suppos- 
ed to have beén written by the mother and 
the lawyers. Is there such # law firm in 
Atlanta ass Kingman & Davis? If so, 
could any of their Jetter heads fall into the 
hands of an outside party; also, by whose 
direction did the Atlanta postoffice forward 
the letters to Savannah? It is also possi- 
ble that Mr. Hightower, of the firm, will 
recognize in this man some dne acquainted 
with his affairs.’ 

As yet the police have done nothing in 
the case.

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A Good Suggestion. 

The Consitution’s recent suggestion that 
the visiting British journalists, soon to 
arrive in New York, should be persuaded 
to extend their tour southward is general- 
ly endorsed by the press and by promi- 
nent southerners. 

The Richmond Dispatch thinks that the 
convention of southern governors, to meet 
in Richmond on the 12th of April, should 
appoint a committee to confer with the 
‘Englishmen and offer them the hospitali- 
ties of the south. It goes on to say: 

All of them will visit Washington and many 
of them will doubtless be present at the naval 
rendezvous in Hampton Roads, and from 
cither place they might easily extend their 
trip southward, Or if that be impracticable 
by reason of their purpose to be present at 
the naval review in New York harbor and at 
the opening of the exposition at Chicago on 
May ist, then a later date could be arranged 
for a southern visit * * * We should move 
in this matter with ail possible promtness, 
else we may hear it said that it is “getting 
too warm to go south.”’ And we must consider 
that most Britons dread the idea of epcounter- 
ing the hot weather of-the' south, for be it 
Known that all of them do mot make the 
proper distinction between the south (the 
southern states gf the United States) and 
South America. 


Our contemporary agrees with us that 
the Southern Society of New York should 
take hold of the matter, and, if possible, 
turn the faces of the British newspaper 
men in this direction. It is an opportunity 
not to be disregarded. A series of articles 
on the south in the leading newspapers 
of England, giving the results of the 
personal observation of their represen-’ 
tatives in this region, would 'do us a 
world of good, and would find more 
readers than could be commanded in any 
other way. ; 

We should make up for our lack of en- 
terprise in taking advantage of the 
world’s fair by coming to the front in a 
way that will attract the attention of 
Europe. 


The Financial Issue. 

When the “eminent bankers’ and the 
“well-known financial experts” begin to 
discuss the currency question two facts 
are observable: 1. That the “sound cur- 
rency,” the “honest dollar,” which they 
talk about with so much volubility is the 
currency and the dollar that have been 
and are constantly increasing in value; 
and, 2, That the interests of all other 
sections of the country must be sacrificed 
to the interests of the millionaire and 
‘money-lending class of the east. 

In this contest one section is arrayed 
against all the other sections, of course 
with overlapping interests here and 
there, and the question at issue is not a 
party, but a sectional question. Stripped 
of all the political confusion that has sur- 
rounded it, and of all the technicalities 
which “eminent bankers” have thrown 
about it, the issue is this: Shall the in- 
terests of nine-tenths of the people of 
this country be sacrificed in behalf of the 
interests of one-tenth? | 

That is the question that the people 
have to consider and to settle. In the 
south it has been made a party question 
“mainly because an overwhelming major- 

. ity of the democratic voters have felt, 
and felt keenly, the vicious results of a 
money standard that is constantly in- 
creasing in value. This increase has em- 
phasized itself not only in the depreciation 
of all values, but in the fact that the 
price of the southern staple is fixed by 
the silver standard of India. The south 
sells by the silver standard and pays for 
everything it buys with the gold standard. 
This is as true of the west as it is of the 
south. 

These are the bottom facts of the cur- 
rency question, and they account for the 
great agitation that hag been and is going 
on among the people.. This agitation has 
poised and centered itself for the moment 
in the democratic party, held there by 
the financial pledges that are figured 
forth in the platform. It is said of these 
pledges by some of the brethren, who 
appear to be more interested in the money 

ywer of the east than they are in the 
welfare of the people of other sections 
of. the country, that they do not mean 
what they say, but are capable of an in- 
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shall not be permitted to rob 
them by means of the single gold stand- 


men and all sectiogs: an equal chance, 
and to repeal all laws in the nature of 
sectional or class legislation. 

This seems a simple thing to do, but it 
fnyolves a direct issue with the gold 
sharks and the money lenders of the 
east.

General Young is pre-eminently quali- 
fied by ability and experience for the di- 
plomatic mission tendered him by the 
president. Our representative in, Guate ' 
mala and Honduras should be a man of 
affairs—a man thoroughly familiar with 
the social, business and military phases 
of life, and General Young is the very 
man to impress himself upon the Central - 
Americans and strengthen their friend- 
ship for our répuDlic. It is to“be regret- 
ted that the minister will find a Trevolu- 
tion raging in Honduras when lie reaches 
that country, but his positive qualities 
will cause the revolutionary factions. te 
respect him and his government, and he 
will see to ft that American interests 
suffer no injury. 

The appointments will give general 
satisfaction, especially here in Georgia. 
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~ Wall Street Learns a Lesson. 

It is a question whether Mr. Carlisle’s 
indifference to gold accumulations has 
reassured the wildcat element in WA‘! 
street or paralyzed it. Whatever the 
cause may be, the bond forcers in the 
street and their organs on the outside 
are remarkably quiet. 

We do not hear any more that the coun- 
try will go to the dogs immediately, if 
not sooner, if the Sherman law is not 
repealed. We are not told any more that 
an issue of bonds is absolutely necessary 
to prevent a‘premium on gold. In short, 
nll the signs go to show that the wildcat 
and wrecking element has been taught 
some valuable lessons since Mr. Carlisle 
took charge of the treasury department. 
So far from making an effort to secure 
gold, Mr. Carlisle has actually refused it. 
and since that event the bond forcers 
have sought to comfort themselves by 
hiding where the public can’t find them. 

The secretary of the treasury had al- 
ready convihced Wall street that it was 
not his purpose to make an unlawful is- 
sue of bonds to keep up an unauthorized 
gold reserve, but it is not to be supposed 
that his refusal to accept offerings of 
gold was intended to have any influence 
on the minds of ‘‘the eminent bankers” 
who are anxious to pocket the profits 
that would accrue to them in handling a 
new issue of bonds. He simply refused 
the gold because the conditions of the 
treasury, so far as its gold holdings are 
concerned, is perfectly satisfactory to 
him. 

The truth is, Mr. Carlisle has entirely 
divorced the treasury department from 
the wildcat element in Wall street, and 
he will not bé found running hither and 
you at the beck and call of the element 
that sent for Mr. Foster and other repub- 
lican secretaries every time it found 
money tight in the market. 

Mr. Carlisle’s policy, as far as it has 
been developed by events, shows very 
clearly that he is in favor of using the 
gold reserve for the purpose for which it 
was accumulated, namely—the redemp- 
tion of the greenbacks. This is in ac 
cordance with common sense. If the re- 
serve is not to be used when there is a 
necessity for its use, it might as well be 
tumbled into the sea for all the good it 
is doing the people. It might just as 
well be an accumulation of old junk. 

As for an issue of bonds, it must be 
clear to any person familiar with the law 
that Mr. Carlisle will not undertake to 
saddle the people with a new debt and 
additional taxes until the gold reserve it- 
self shows signs of exhaustion. By that 
time, and long before, congress will have 
placed on the statute books a law author- 
izing’ the secretary to issue bonds in an 
emergency. Moreover, the country will 
be, by that time, well on the broad road 
to bimetallism. 


The Restless West. 

A correspondent of The New = York 
Evening Post. writing from Omaha, says 
that there has been a rapid spread of 
socialistic doctrines in that section, and 
this fact, in his opinion, explains the 
populist movement which has survived 
two congressional elections. 

According to this correspondent Bella- 
myism is in fashion. Socialism in every 
grade, from paternalism to anarchy, is 
openly advocated by western leaders. 
These reformers demand the municipal 
control of national monopolies, the infla- 
tion of the currency and government 
ownership of all railway, telegraph and 
express lines. An officer of the Nebraska 
state senate admits that he is an anar- 
chist, and it is said that other prominent 
men in Nebraska and the Dakotas profess 
the same faith. In Kansas this feeling 
is very general, and in that state it iy 
claimed by the average debtor that the 
government should issue and lend him 
money enough to pay off his indebtedness. 

Now, for the explanation. The cause 
of the spread of these idéas is found in 
the sufferings of the masses under the 
monopolies and the tariff and financial 
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are speedily fulfilled—if we reduce ex- 
penses, establish a revenue tariff, remon- 
etize silver, revive the state bank system

ulists of the west will find that their oc- 
cupation wiil be gone. The reforms 
promised by the democratic party are so 
wise, so broad and so beneficial that ‘they 
will satisfy the masses and leave no 
ré6om for a third party.

The citizens 
made no inquiry as to whether a primary 
would be satisfactory to° anybody but 
themselves. They simply hit on the plan 
as a very neat and complete method of 
expressing their wishes. They felt them- 
selves interested in the matter. The 
postmaster has yery intimate relations 
with the people of a community, and it 
is natural that they should desire the 
place to be filled by a man whom they 


-know and of whose qualifications they 


are sure. 
We presume that these were the consid- 
erations that moved the people Uf Mar- 
tinsville to hold a primary in order. that 
the appointing power miglit be fairly in-, 
formed of the desire of the citizens. At 
any rate the primary was held, Mr. Tug- 
gle was shown’ to be,the choice of the 
community, and he was duly appoiated. 
It did, not follow, of course, that the 
president or the postmaster general was 


compelled to appoint Mr. Tuggle because « 


of his choice at a primary. But the peo-' 
ple took that method of expressing their 
wishes. They showed that they had a 
lively interest in the Matter, and indl- 
cated to the president the appointment

The Baltimore System of Taxation. 

The city council of Baltifiore makes a 
strong bid for more manufactories. 

Under the new Baltimore tax ordinance 
the tools, implements, motive power, ma- 
chinery and apparatus used in mdnufac- 
turing will be exempted from taxation, 
but it is declared that gas and electric 
light companies and newspapers will not 
be classed as manufacturers. 

This is apparently liberal, but the coun- 
cil is anything but liberal in providing 
for the levying of a tax of $2 on each tel- 
egraph pole standing in the streets of the 
city. The telegraph company pays a tax 
on its property and also. a license tax. 
This would appea: to make the new tax 
on its poles an unreasonable imposition. 
To tax property in the aggregate, and 
then single out separate portions for a 
special tax looks very much like taxing 
the same thing twice. ° 

It seems to be the most difficult thing 
in the world to establish and maintain a 
just system of taxation: It is, of course, 
good policy to encdtrage the growth of 
manufactures, but, in the matter of tax 
exemptions, where shall the line be 
drawn? Is it just to tax tlle books and 
apparatus of literary and scientific men 
and exempt the tools and machinery of 
a big factory? And what excuse is there 
for taxing the property of a telegraph 
company twice? ' 

A just system of taxation should 
neither grant special favors nor go to 
the other extreme of virtual confiscation. 
The truth is, the whole business should 
be overhauled, an@ a graded income tax 
should be adopted in order to remedy 
sothe of the inequalities now existing ev- 
erywhere. *

The manner in which the report came to 
be made to the governor is interesting, It 

is made in compliance with the laws of the 
state and also in pursuance to the com- 
plaints and charges made by Messrs. Wil- 
liam Hill and John C. Reid, attorneys for 
the creditors of the bank. 

Thege charges in substance were that the 
Tolleson Empire State bank has been col- 
lecting money On certain papers which they 
have held from the parties in whose behalf 
the money was collected. Mr. Hill had 
an interviéw with the governor not very 
long ago, in which he communicated the 
charges and declared that he would either 

roceed in law to attack fie bank by ask- 
ing for a receiver, or else would brin 
suit against the mapagement in crimi 
prosecution on the charge of larceny after 
trust. e decided to await the report 
of the state bank inspector, however, and 
this report filed yesterday comes as the 
ee to the first chapter, just given. 

le report gives the management full 
credit for those detaifs in the business of 
the bank that have been conducted in full 
conformity with the law. For igstance, 
the law requires that there’ shall be at 
least three directors, and the bank has 
exactly that number. The loans are also 
shown to have been handled in strict com- 
pliance with the law, and all of this is 
given te the credit of the management. 
But there is something of interest in fhat 
paragraph of the report touching the charg- 
es made by the lawyers representing cer- 
tain clients who hold claims against the 
institution. Hefe are some extracts froi1 
the report, which speak for themselves: 

The Charges Investigated. 

“As to the charges and complaints made 
by the lawyers to you and myself concern- 
Ing claimg they hold against said bank 
growing opt of collections sent to said 
bank by @he parties represented by the 
lawyers making opens.

inthe sale of spot cotton, though it should be remem- 
bered thatethis is but « half day in Liverpool, and both- 
sales and the market assume the usual holiday charac- 
ter. That a large short interest exists here was de- 
monstrated during the morning hours by the strength 
of our market in the face of the character of the ad- 
vices received from Liverpool, and June cotton ad- 
vanced 6 points over last evening. As was the case 
yesterday, the distant positions have been the strong- 
est and at the same time the weakest in the market. 
When buying orders are received for the new crop they 
are exceedingly difficult to execute in consequence of 

the fear that the dry weather throughout the south- 
west will have the effect of giving the cotton plant a 
poor stand. At the same time, when selling orders are 
received, unless they happen to come st a time when 
buying orders are in band, the fact that these positions 
are now at a premium over May makes the trade very 
nervous in regard to them. Advices from the south 
represent the weather as not being entirely favorable 
sor the new crop, but the temper of the south is now 
Gistinctly bearish, and the stock of cotton in New 
York is heid for European account. Wall street and 
Chicago are also very pessimistic on cotton, and sell it 
with confidence on every advance. In fact, the situa- 
tion is a complete reversion of what it was in Novem- 
ber and Deselaber. Then all the commission houses 
here were long; today they are short for America and 
long for Europe account, We aote the continuance of 
the very bearish feeling that has prevailed in the cot- 
ton market for the past ten days, as influencing prices 
in the absence of support from manufacturers. At 
noon the usual pressure of orders from the south and 
the west caused the market to lose the improvement of 
the morning, and the tone at the time can be called 
barely steady with the feeling very pessimistic in re- 
gard to the future of cotton. The feature of the after- 
noon’s trading was the buying of the distant positions 
by the bears at an advance of 7 points over last even- 
ing’s prices and the selling of August and May at prac- 
tically the same prices as those at which the market 
closed last night. The close of our market today was 
steady at last night’s prices for the immediate and 6@ 
7 points advance for the distant positions. 

The cotton market will be closed in New York on 
Friday and Satarday and until the Sth of April in 
Liverpool. 


Lehman Bros.’ Cotton Letten

NEW YORK, March 30—Our market this morning 
opened with decided efforts on the part of prominent 
bear operators to depress values. The first sales were 
accordingly at a decline of 3@4 points, but betore the 
opening call had finished the market was already 4@5 
points higher than last night’s closing and remained 
very steady indeed. This afternoon there was again 
some desire to realize owing to the holidays here and 
in England. The weekly crop movement at the ports 
will be much more liberal than was estimated. From 
present indications we believe that the port receipts 
will aggregate about 57,000 bales, against 70, 0 bales 
last year and 50,000 last week.

THE CHICAGU MARAET 


Features of the Speculative Movement 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, March 30—The range of May wheat, 
which yesterday covered a range of 7c per bashel, con- 
fined today’s prices to 78c. The quietude, compared 
with the bluster of the day vefore, was the most marked 
‘change im today’s proceedings. Price changes were 
insignificant compared with last night. May wheat is 
4c lower and July is 3gc higher. July was supported 
by buying orders from St. Louis, whencs came also 
many bad reports of the prospects for winter wheat. 
Southern Minnesota, however, reported farmers sow- 
ing spring wheat there. Wheat operators were as 
much in the dark as to the outcome of May delivery as 
ever. There were appearances thet the market was 
being supported by the clique, but no unusual effort 

was made to advance prices. There was not much 
wheat offered for May, and there was no specia) call. 
July was stronger, and ‘there was a little more dispo- 
sition to cover shorts for that month. Some operators 
are of the opinion that there is a large shortage out 
for July, and it would not be surprising if May and 
July sold closer together very shortly. Continental 
cable advices were ganerally of a favorable tenor, and 
quoted higher prices, but English cables noted an 
easier and lower prices. The export clearances 
were larger. There were some bad crop news received 
from Illinois, and the weather in western Kansas was 
still reported too dry. The Cincinnati Price Current 
crop summary said that the average condition of the| 
growing crop has been lowered more or less, andjthe 
general average condition not equal to a year ago. 

A large line of about 600,000 bushels short corn was 
bought for St. Louis accom. There were Plenty. of 
focal sellers at the advance, and the genera) feeling 
here among receivers was bearish. The large yisibjc| 
supply, and the absence of any demand for contract 
corn, even at the reduction from the regular prices 
offered by the elevator men, was pointed to as a strong 
argument in favor of lower prices. 

Oats were fairly active and firm. The shorts and 
scalpers did, most of the buying. The market closed 
with a net gain of 4@ Cc. 

The feature of the: day’s business in the provision 
was the comparatively greater weakness in lard and 
ribs than in pork until near the close of the session. 
The big longs were sellers of lard and ribs, and the 
scalpers and other local traders were quite willing to 
follow the market down with their own short sales. 
Toward the close the selling was transferred to pork. 
The final trading was at a slight reaction from bottom 
figures, pork quitting with a net loss compared with 
last night sar «ge, lard 16 O32¢e and ribs 224@32\s0.

Dr. H. ©. Hornady, one of the best 

known Baptist divines in the south, died 
yesterday morning at Montezuma. 
-No minister of the gospel was better 
known in the south than Dr. Hornady. 
Born and reared in Georgia, he gave his 
life to the cause he espoused in his early 
age, and when old age came upon him no 
one had more friends than he. 

More than two years ago, Dr. Hornady’s 
health began failing, and he was compel- 
led to give up all active work. He was 
then in charge of two or three churches 
and his work was of the highest order as 
it always had been. The doctor decided 
to take a rest and practically abandoned 
bis work, giving himself up entirely to rest. 
For a time it seemed as though he was im- 
proving, but some six months ago he began 
to grow worse and notwithstanding the fact 
that the best medical treatment was secur- 
ed, he continued to grow worse. For some 
time he was a patient at the Grady hospital 
and it was thought that a surgical opera- 
tion would benefit him. But he continued

to sink and the operation was abandoned. 

Semething over a week ago he went to 
Montezuma believing that he would be ben- 
efited by the artesian waters of that place. 
The first day or two seemed to benefit him, 
but after that, he grew worse and died yes- 
terday morning. ‘[elegrams were sent to 
Atlanta at once containing the news of 
his death and the intelligence was sad in- 
deed to those who had known the venerable 
and beloved minister. : 

The remains left Montezuma yesterday 
afternoon and reached Atlanta last night. 
A large number of friends were at the 
union depot to receive the body and there 
was not a face in the group that was not 
marked with sadness. 

The remains will be laid to rest in Oak- 
land cemetery tomorrow afternoon some 
time, but the arrangements for the funeral 
have not been perfected. However, they 
will be announced tomorrow morning.

No minister of the church has done more 
good in Georgia than Dr. Hornady accom- 

lished. He was once the pastor of the 

irst Baptist church, and it was mainly 
through his hard work that the edifice in 
which the people now worship was built. 
He caused the building of the Third Bap- 
tist church and the one in Kast Atlanta. 
One of the greatest happinesses of the doc- 
tor’s life was in seeing a new place of wor- 
ship go up. In this he took an especial 

ide and never lost an opportunity to aid 
same work wherever he was given 
a chance. . 

Besides the churches Dr. Hornady helped 
to build in Atlanta, there are many scat- 
tered over the state which are largely due 
to his work. 

He was one of the most kind hearted, 
tender men in the world and nothing he 
could do to relieve the suffering of those 
who were unfortunate ever escaped him. 
Immediately after the war, when ye! 2 
one in this section of the south was desti- 
tute the doctor went into Kentucky, where 
he raised an abundance of everything which 
he saw properly distributed i 3 those 
who needed it.

Sketch of His Life. 

Dr. Henry Carr Hornady was born in 
Jones county, Georgia, on the 22d of Feb- 
ruary, 1822. He was the son of Isaac 
Hornady, a man of sterling character, 
and of Lavinia Hornady, whose maiden 
name was Robinson, a lady of marked pie- 
Aa of many brilliant personal accom- 

ishments. 

From his earliest boyhood Dr. Hornady 
was familiar with hig genealogy. He was 
well acquainted with the names and char- 
acteristics of his ancestors, and took a 
special fancy in tracing his lineage as far 
back as possible. “He wag a lineal de- 
sceridant of one of the Rounheads, who dis- 
tinguished himself for his valor as one of 
the followers of Oliver Cromwell in the 
battle of Marston Moore. 

The early education of Dr. Hornady was 
derived from hig native county. He man- 
ifested at a very early age a marked pre- 
dilection f@ the ministry, and his studies 
were -largely directed toward that end. 
He was passionately fond of reading and 
devoured with eager interest everything 
upon which he could lay his hands. This 
wonderful spirit of acquisitiveness soon 

ve to him a varied information and a 

nowledge of men and things, far beyond 
the range of any of associates. 

For his rudimentary education he was 
very largely indebted to Mr. Zuachariah 
Harmon and to Mr. David Dumas, school- 
masters of the adjoining county. Subse- 
quently he became a pupil of Professor 

ley, one of the most prominent educa- 

tors of that section, from whom his zeal 

for learning acquired a fresh inspiration. 

As soon as he had gained gufficient instruc- 

tion to battle with the world, he began 

erg: “to teach the young idea how to 
oot. 

In his passionate love of reading Dr. 
Hornady, even in his younger days, was 

ectful of the Bible. He read it 

at all times was the master not only 

of its stories, but of many of its important 

doctrines.

Leaving Atlanta he went to LaGrange, 
at which place he remained three ycers, 
going from there to Macon, where he ac- 
cepted the general agency of Mercer uni- 
versity. From there he went to. Senoia, 
resigning his position as agent, as he pre- 
ferred to be the pastor of a church. 

In the fall of 1879 he returned to At- 
lanta as the pastor of the Third Baptist 
church, and since that time, with a very 
short exceptional period, he has been a 
continual resident of this city. His ex- 
ample for eminent piety has been like that 
of a shining light the commun'ty, sud 
his gutéd deeds will constitute his sublim- 
est epitaph. 

Dr. Hornady was a man of 2 jovial and 
sunny disposition, and delighted in fun and 
amusement. He believed in lauehter and 
no one ever appreciated more keealy the 
ridiculous side of life. His reverence, lLow- 
ever, provestes him from taking any levity 
into the pulpit, and his love for his fellow 
creatures was such that he sever consid- 
ered anything a joke that grew out of 
red distress or resulted in their disccm- 
ture. 

In 1852 the first wife of Dr. Hornady 
died. Two years later he was united in 
marriage to Miss A. M. Smith, who still 
survives him, and who has made him a 
faithful and devoted helpmeet. 

Dr. Hornady has held numerous positions 
in the stated gatherings o* his d2u .mina- 
tion, and has gracefully wore the honors 
which were conferred upon him. Jie has 
never sought preferment and yet at the 
same time he had never declined honorable 
responsibility when duty had authorized 
him to accept it. 

The record of his life is now complete 
and its total is that of a man who served 
God, and who labored with diligence and 
success ag an humble desciple ani foliower 
of the Master.

Jim Goodlett, the well know nnegro barber 
and politician, made his escape fr:.m the 
county jail hy a very clever ruse of his cwn 
invention night before last. 

He is stil] at large, although every possi- 
ble effort has been made to recapture h'm, 
The officers have struck a very good clue, 
which they believe will lead to his xtiest 
today. . 

Goodlett has been in the Atlanta jail 
about two weeks on a charge of cheating 
and swindling. He was arrested on the 
charge under a warrant sworn out hy Mr. 
Snyder, the. Whitehal] street. jeweler. It 
seems that he purchased a watch from 
Snyder for about $100. He failed to meet 
the regular paymeypts on it, and disappeared 
irom the city and went to Florida. 

fie was fivally arrested in Macon by a 
bailiff yf that city and returned io Atlanta 
ald lodged m jai) on the walTant sworn out 
by Suyuer betore Justice Manning. When 
he was brought to jail be was aliowed ex- 
tra privileges. He had been known to the 
jaiulers for years and was believed to be a 
sate negro. (oodilett has lived in Atiauta 
ail bis life, was known to have interests 
here, and it did not once enter the aninds 
of the jailers that he would take advantuge 
of the trust reposed in him by them. 

He was allowed to spend the time in the 
jail ofhce aud proved to‘be a valuable as- 
sistant to the jailers. He was always 
ready aud willing to do anything for them 
and spoke lightly of his case, saying that 
he would get out all right, when he intend- 
ed suing Mr. Snyder for damuge. 

In the alley behind the jail lives Goodlett's 
wite. The top of the house can be seen 
over the wall surrounding the prison. 
Night before last, just after supper, Good- 
lett asked Jailer Gilleland to permit him to 
goover to his house in company with one 
of the guards at the jail to change his 
underclothing . 

Jailer Gilleland thought nothing of the re 

quest and had not the slightest idea that 
Goodlet intended escaping. He detailed 
one of the trusties to accompany Goodlet, 
and the yeYow negro and the trusty start- 
ed out to Goodlett’s house, 
- Goodlett went into a room to change his 
clothing as he had requested that he be al- 
lowed to do. and the guard waited on the 
outside. Finally the thought struck the 
guard that it was taking Goodlett a long 
time to make a change of clothing. He 
decided to investigate, and going into the 
room into which Goodlett had goue upon 
their first arrival, he found it empiy. 
Goodlett had flown. 

The guard hurried back to the jail where 
he told Jailers Corrigan and Gilleland of 
what had occurred. They at once. insti- 
tuted search, but found no trace of the jail- 
bird. When Jailer Mardis came on duty at 
12 o’clock it was decided that 1t was quite 
likely that Goodlett had gone to Austell, his 
old stamping grounds, and he went ito that 
place that night. 

Returning’ to the city yesterday :morzing 
without having learned anything of Good- 
lett, Mr. Mardis left on the early train 

for Macon, thinking that Goodlett had 
gone back to the city in which he was 
caught. Jailer Mardis returned to the city 
last night after a fruitless day’s search in 
the Contra} City. 

Last night the jailers scoured the city, 
searching for the escaped prisoner. They 
hone to find him today, as they do not now 
believe that he has left the city.

It was originally intended that the elec- 
tion would be held this morning at 10 
o'clock, but the inability of the board to 
complete arrangements for the election neée- 
cessitates a variance from this old cus 
tom. Yesterday afternoon notices were 
sent to every member of the force notify- 
ing them to be on: hand promptly at the 
fixed hour. 

The election will most likely be a very 
quiet affair. Two weeks ago it promised 
to be warm, but as it grew near it grew 
tamer, and now it appears that it will 
hardly be spiced by a single hard contest. 
In fact, indications point to the re-election 
of the present staff of officers, from the 
chief down to the sergeants. Even as 
late as a week ago it geemed extremely 
probable that the contest for the three 
captains’ places would be enlivened by the 
aspirations of a half dozen ambitious can- 
didates for a captain’s stripes, but it seems 
a foregone conclusion that Captains Man- 
ley, Moss and Thompson will retain their 
places for two years to come. ach ig an 
excellent officer, against whom naught can 
be said. 

As for the places of Chief Connolly and 
Assistant Chief Wright, ae will go to 
their present incumbents. 0 opposition 
has been offered, as it was ‘known before- 
hand that these two officers would be given 
their berths back again by the board. 

There will be something like a race for 
the places of the six sergeants, but unless 
all signs fail the present wearers of the 
stripes will continue to carry the sergeant’s 
cune.

The cause of their wrath was their fail- 
ure to receive an increase in their montbly 
mereases were made 
in the salaries of thé chief and his assist- 
ant, and the captaihs hinted that these 
two officials had rdilroaded through the 
council the ordinance providing for t«tter 
pay for themselves and had left the cap- 
tains and others out in the cold. 

In consequence of which the captains 
made a kick, and that kick was beard all 
over town. Genial Charley Northen heard 


it and became the champion of the captains,. 


He began.to look about for some remedy, 
and yesterday’ afternoon his work ended 
most successfully. The captains had not 
been wrathful in vain. But their wrath 
had secured for them part of what they 
asked, and for other officers what they 
had not asked, and for the entire police 
force what they never dreamed of getting. 

A special session of the council was held 
at 5 o’clock in the afternoon’ to consider 
Councilman Charley Northen’s amendmeut 
to the salary ordinance. Nearly every 
member of the council was present, and so 
well had Mr. Northen done his work in 
advance that not a dissenting voice was 
raised. 

The mayor’s call for the meeting was 
read, and before it was finished Mr. 
Northen arose to say that he had = an 
amendment to the salary ordinance which 
he wanted to offer. The amendment was 
read, together with a resolution from the 
board of police commissioners, recommend- 
ing an increase in the pay of the force. 
The increase provided for in Mr. Northen’s 
amendment was: Captains, $1,300 per an- 
num each; sergeants, station house keepers 
and city detectives $2.70 per day each; 
patrolmen $2.15 each. 

“T will state for the benefit of those who 
may not understand the situation,” said 
Mr. Northen, “that this raise is recom- 
mended by the board of police commission- 
ers. Last year the city furnished the of- 
ficers with uniforms. This year they will 
not do it. The uniforms cost the city 
about $8,000. The sum required to cover 
the raise provided for in my amendment 
is $1,500 less than that amount. It is 
really a matter of economy for the city. 
I believe it nothing but equitable and just.” 

Captain English was present and was 
asked to say a few words about the mat- 
ter. He heartily endorsed it. He said he 
had been opposed to the city furnishing 
the policemen with uniforms, and now that 
the practice was done away with, he 
thought it right to allow the officers about 
the sum needed to purehase clothes. 

The ordinance wag then read the requi- 
site number of times aud adopted without 
a dissenting vote. 

And Inspector Veal. 


Councilman Ed Peters thought it a most 
propitious time to strike a blow for the 
health department, and sent to the clerk’s 
desk an ordinance empowering the board 
of health to raise the salary of. Chief. In- 
spector Veal to a sum not exceeding $1,- 
500 per annum. Inspector Veal now re- 
ceives $100 per month. 

The ordinance was adopted, 

Asphalt for All of Peachtree. 


Mr. Reneau held up a fat looking envel- 
ope, which, he said, contained the sealed 
bids for asphalting Peachtree strect fiom 
Pine street to the city limits. He movea 
that it be opened, which was done. 

There was but one bid, that of the War- 
ren-Scharf Company, the same firm that 
laid the asphalt now on Peachtree street. 
The bid . offered’ the same terms 
as the first work was done on. 
A ten year’s guarantee was given on the 
work, The price was $3.05 per square 
yard, and $3 per square yard where the 
paving was torn up by the city ‘ur the 
purpose of laying mains. 

The councilmen seemed very well p'eased 
with the terms of the old contract, and it 
was agreed to accept the bid for the new 
work under the same conditions as the 
first. 

Aldermanic Board Concurs, 


After the council meeting ended the al- 
dermanic board met and concurred in the 
amendments to the salary ordinance offer- 
ed by Councilmen Peters and Northen rela- 
tive to the increase in the pay of police 
officers and Inspector Veal. 

The asphalt ordinance was not taken up, 
as some changes in the specifications have 
to be made by the city attorney before it 
can be passed up.
